Market Report 


Market Report

At the shows 


In recent months, it appears that the rare coin 
market has come full circle. A larger portion of 
trading activity now consists of dealers trying to 
fill collector Want Lists, rather than people buy- 
ing coins for investment purposes. At least one 
market analyst believes that collectors are again 
becoming a dominant force in the market. This 
trend could possibly indicate that prices have 


leveled off. 


Since our last report, the Greater Eastern Numis- 
matic Association Convention was held in New 
York City, and the Long Beach Coin Show, 
featuring New England Rare Coin Galleries’ Long 
Beach II Sale, was held in Long Beach, Califor- 
nia. In general, there were few changes in the 
numismatic scene. Uncirculated type coins in 
MS-65 condition or better, when available were 
actively sought and traded slightly above bid 
levels. Most collectors, investors and dealers are 
still reluctant to let top material go at these low 
price levels. At both events, silver dollars in 
MS-65 condition or better and Circulated type 
coins saw the most active trading, due in part to 
the fact that there are large quantities of these 
coins available. 


Gold 


Despite a drop in mid-September, gold bullion is 
currently at the $440 level, which is $34 greater 
than our last report. Bullion-related items, such 
as Kruggerands, Maple Leafs and Mexican Pesos, 
have adjusted accordingly. In the area of collec- 
tibles, several Want Lists included better-date gold 
coins in both Circulated and Uncirculated condi- 
tion. At New England’s auction, for instance, 
several of these specimens received strong bidder 
attention, including an 1870-CC Liberty Head 
Double Eagle in EF condition and an 1870-CC 
Liberty Head Eagle in VF condition. A 1931 
Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle in AU condition at- 
tracted an impressive $13,500. 


Silver 


Silver bullion, currently at the $9.00 level, has 
jumped 10 cents since our last report. Collecti- 
ble coins, particularly Morgan Dollars and 
Peace Dollars in Uncirculated condition, still 
appear on a number of Want Lists. Type 
material in MS-65 condition or better is also be- 
ing sought by a few dealers. 


As previously mentioned, high-quality coins are 
few-and-far between at current prices. When 
they are offered, these specimens are snapped 
up well above present market levels. At New 
England’s auction, for example, a 1917-D Stan- 
ding Liberty Quarter, Type 1, in MS-65 condi- 
tion, drew an impressive $1,850, while a 1919 
Walking Liberty Half Dollar, fully struck in 
MS-65 condition, commanded $4,750. 


Copper 


Colonial issues, such as Continental Dollars and 
Fugio Cents, are appearing on a rising number of 
Want Lists. Most common-date Indian Head 
Cents and Lincoln Cents are holding steady at 
present levels. Red and brown key dates, how- 
ever, are commanding slightly above bid prices. 
New England’s auction highlights included an 
1821 Large Cent, in MS-63 condition, that ex- 
hibited full Mint red and sold for an impressive 
$7,000. 


Commemoratives 

Silver commemoratives continue to appear on 
several Want Lists and dealers are willing to pay 
above retail prices for specimens in MS-65 condi- 
tion or above. However, buyers are firmly in- 
sisting on tight grading for these coins. In the 
area of gold commemoratives, material in EF to 
AU condition is being sought by both dealers 
and hobbyists. 


Currency 


At the Second Greater New York Currency 
Show, held recently in New York City, Small 
Size Notes clearly flourished. High-quality mate- 
rial was greatly in demand and buyers were will- 
ing to pay well over bid sheet prices. These notes, 
however, appeared few-and-far between, partic- 
ularly key issues. In the area of Fractional Cur- 
rency, price levels remained soft for common-date

A Truly 


American Coin

he beautiful, yet haunting designs on 

the Buffalo Nickel pay homage to one 

of the most turbulent periods in this 
country’s history — the settling of the western 
frontier. The obverse of the coin, which bears a 
composite profile of an American Indian, exudes 
both a strong sense of dignity and an overwhelm- 
ing feeling of sadness. It reminds us of a dark 
time in our past, when a proud people fell prey to 
the hands of progress. 


The reverse of the coin, with its depiction of a 
majestic bison, takes the theme a step further. 
During the mid-1800s, thousands of settlers 
moved westward into the vast prairies where 
huge herds of buffalo roamed. As our nation 
slowly expanded its boundaries, the land nearly 
emptied of the free-grazing buffalo. The solitary 
bison on the nickel, standing on a small plot of 
prairie, recalls an era that has ended forever in 
this country. This is, in fact, the only regular- 
issue U.S. coin with an animal on it other than 
the eagle. 


These expressive designs, executed by sculptor- 
medalist James Earle Fraser, capture the spirit of 
our Indian-prairie tradition. Because the buffalo 
Nickel, struck from 1913-1938, is considered “the 
most distinctly American” coinage issue, the 
series has been a longtime favorite for collectors

with a bent toward history. At the same time, 
over the years these coins have enjoyed an 
impressive rate of financial growth, 

a factor that appeals to an increasing number 
of investors. 


When creating the designs for the Buffalo Nickel, 
Fraser painstakingly sought symbols that truly 
represented our nation. To accomplish this, he 
reached into his own past, which included a 
childhood spent on the rugged western frontier. 


Fraser’s childhood experiences on the western 
plains left a lasting impression on him. As The 
New York Times once explained: ‘“(His) family 
often went ... on construction trips, living in 
the prairie, sometimes in box cars, and it was 
during these years that young Fraser saw and 
stored in his mind the Indians, buffalo, horses 
and other pioneer figures he later was to 
immortalize in statues and in design for coins and 
medals.” 


His understanding of the plight of the American 
Indian became evident in 1894, at age 17 when 
he completed a bronze, life-size sculpture titled 
“The End of the Trail.” This work is a powerful 
tribute to the Indian race. It poignantly depicts a 
weary, despairing Sioux warrier on an aged, tired 
pony, both bowed by a lashing blizzard. Most 
people agree that Fraser was inspired by a passage 
from Marion Manville Pope which states: “The 
trail is lost, the path is hid and winds that blow 
from out of the ages sweep me onto that chill 
borderland where Time’s spent sands engulf lost 
people and lost trails.” The sculpture, clearly a 
work of exquisite beauty, won Fraser national 
acclaim early in his career. 


Buffalo Nickels 


When he was 19, the young artist went to Paris 
to study at the Ecole des Beaux Arts. During his 
stay, he met renowned sculptor Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens and spent several years working for this 
great artist both in the United States and abroad. 


Fraser again honored the American Indian in 
1926, when he and his wife Laura, herself a 
sculptress, designed the Oregon Trail Half Dollar. 
The obverse of this commemorative issue shows a 
full-figured Indian, facing right and rigidly posed. 
His arm is extended as if he is boldly stopping the 
advance of the white man. The background has 
the outline of a U.S. map, with a tiny line of 
Conestoga Wagons in the Northwest portion of 
the map. The complete design is both dramatic 
and expressive. 


A perfect unity in theme 

espite his many accomplishments, Fraser’s 
D masterpiece is clearly the Buffalo 

Nickel. In 1911, when the Mint 
announced the possibility of changing the stoic 
Liberty Head Nickel design, the artist, upon his 
own iniative, launched into the process of coming 
up with a replacement. As he later recalled: “.. . 
in my search for symbols, I found no motiff 
within the boundaries of the United States so 
distinctive as the American buffalo or bison. The 
great herds of bison that roamed the western 
plains played an important role in that great 
American epic ‘The Winning of the West’. With 
the Indian head on the obverse, we have a 
perfect unity in theme, truly American. It has a 
pertinent historical significance.” 


Fraser completed several wax models showing his 
idea for the new coin. Though Mint officials 
largely admired his designs, they were reluctant to 
give him the go-ahead without inviting other 
artists to submit sketches. It was nearly a year 
later, in January, 1912, that Fraser’s designs were 
finally adopted. 


Shortly after this announcement, representatives 
of a Worcester, Massachusetts, vending machine 
company protested that any change in the nickel 
would prevent a new coin-detecting machine 
from working properly. After several meetings 
between Fraser, Mint officials and company 
representatives, these complaints were squelched 


because the size, weight and composition of the 
proposed nickel was the same as the preceeding 
version. According to many in the numismatic 
fraternity, the delay caused by this controversy 
resulted in a famous Mint error. Apparently, 
while Mint officials were waiting for the com- 
pleted Buffalo Nickel dies, at least five 1913 Liber- 
ty Head Nickels were struck in Proof. These coins 
are valuable numismatic rarities. Each is valued 


in excess of $100,000. 


After more than a year of delays, the first regular- 
issue Buffalo Nickels were struck on February 21, 
1913 and initial reactions were decidedly mixed. 
While most people agreed that the new coin was 
artistically pleasing, many objected to the 
largeness of the two designs. 


The design of Buffalo Nickel is far more expressive than its 
predecessor, the Liberty Head Nickel. 


It is interesting to point out that chief Engraver 
Charles Barber was also quick to condemn the 
Buffalo Nickel, complaining that “the design is 
too large for the size of the coin and no thought 
has been taken of the necessary inscriptions.” 
Barber was the artist who designed the Liberty 
Head Nickel, which the Fraser design was replac- 
ing. Also, during 1909 and 1910, Barber created 


several pattern nickels. 


Complaints such as Barber’s are quite intriguing, 
since the true beauty of the Buffalo Nickel lies in 
the dominance of both designs. In fact, Fraser in- 
tentionally included only the inscriptions required 
by law, so the overall effect of his work would 
not be marred. 


Criticisms of this novel coin did not stop here, 
however. The reverse was singled out because 
many thought the buffalo showed human qual- 
ities. Other protests revolved around the denom- 
ination and the date. On the reverse of the coin, 
“FIVE CENTS” was struck on raised letters on a 


raised mound. As a result, the letters wore away

This attractive coin was designed by Mint 
Engraver John R. Sinnock, who also created the 
Roosevelt Dime.

The reverse shows 
the Liberty Bell, the same design that Sinnock 
created for the 1926 Sesquicentennial of 
American Independence Commemorative Half

quickly once the nickel was released into circu- 
lation. This was rectified when Mint officials 
decided to cut away the lower part of 

the mound and place the buffalo on a raised 
straight line, so the denomination no longer 
showed above the surface of the coin. Officials 
also smoothed out some of the roughness on the 
reverse to reduce counterfeiting attempts. (Many 
believe that this finish was a deliberate move 

by Fraser to depict Indian pottery.) These changes 
resulted in the Type I and Type 2 Buffalo Nickel 


varieties. 


The date, which is in raised numbers on the 
raised shoulder of the Indian, also wore off quick- 
ly, but Mint officials were reluctant to make any 
further modifications to the design. They feared 
they would violate the law which prohibits coin 
design changes within a 25-year period. Because 
of this flaw, circulated Buffalo Nickels with 
recognizable dates are much rarer than most 
collectors realize.

nother controversy ensued when the 

nickel was released. Dozens of American 

Indians immediately stepped forward 
claiming they were the models used for the 
obverse profile. Fraser, who noted that the design 
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Buffalo Nickels 


was a “type rather than a portrait,” could only 
remember two of the three Indians he used for 
the coin. The first was a Sioux chief named Iron 
Tail and the second was a Cheyenne chief called 
Two Moons. The identity of the third Indian was 
not confirmed until 1964, more than half a 
century later. Years after Fraser’s death, his wife, 
Laura, said she remembered that an Iroquoi 
named Chief John Big Tree had also posed for 


the coin. | 


The three Indians were performers who appeared 
in Wild West shows at Coney Island in New 
York. Chief Big Tree, who lived until 1967, was 
the most famous, having appeared in dozens of 
Western movies, including those featuring Tom 
Mix and Hopalong Cassidy. He also claimed to 
have posed for Fraser’s sculpture “The End of the 


Tyail 


Though some say the bison on the reverse is also 
a composite, it is generally agreed that the model 
was Black Diamond, who lived in New York’s 
Central Park Zoo around the time that Fraser 
designed the nickel. In 1915, at age 20, the 
buffalo was sold for $700 and later slaughtered. 
The head was mounted and the skin made into a 
robe, but both have vanished over the years. 
Interestingly enough, Black Diamond was also 
the model used on the $10 Legal Tender Bison 
Note. 


Because Fraser was an artist, he understandably 
paid more attention to aesthetics than to the 
technical side of minting a coin. The extreme 
detail and high relief of his designs, impressed on 
a concave surface for the illusion of depth, clearly 
contribute to the overall beauty of the Buffalo 
Nickel. At the same time, however these factors 
served as detriments in the minting process. Since 
nickel is an unusually hard metal, officials found 
it difficult to impress Fraser’s unique designs on 
the coin. As a result, the series has a large 
number of weak strikes, particularly dates issued 
from the Denver facility. 


One of the keys to the series, for example, is the 
1926-D. Though this issue has a mintage of over 
5,600,000, far greater than several other dates, 
fully struck specimens in MS-65 condition are 
very scarce and command in excess of $3,500. 
The 1918-D in particular ranks among the rarest

in the series in that grade, commanding about 
$3,000. The San Francisco facility also issued its 
share of Buffalo Nickel rarities. The 1926-S, for 
instance, is rightfully scarce in Mint State, 
regardless of strike. This issue has a mintage of 
970,000, which is the lowest in the series. A fully 
struck MS-65 specimen is highly treasured and 
retails at $5,250. 


The Buffalo Nickel collector soon realizes that 
nearly all high-quality specimens are both scarce 
and financially lucrative. In 1976, for instance, a 
1920-S in MS-65 condition was worth $370. The 
value of this coin has since jumped to over 
$4,000. Five years ago, a set of 22 Philadelphia 
Mint Buffalo Nickels in MS-65 retailed at less 
than $600. Today, that same set is valued at 
more than $6,600. In fact, an entire set of MS-65 
Buffalo Nickels, excluding mint errors and proofs, 
rose from $10,000 to $125,000 over the past five 
years. Fully struck specimens would be worth 
substantially more. 


The Buffalo Nickel specialist also has an unusual 
selection of errors to choose from, the most sig- 
nificant of which is the 1918/7-D. This was 
caused by Mint officials who used 1917 dies for 
the 1918 issue by repunching the “8” over the 
“7.” An MS-65 specimen is in great demand, 
commanding an impressive $30,000. Some say 
less than two dozen pieces exist in Mint State 
condition. 


The 1916/16-P doubled die, which occurred when 
the date was stamped twice on the coin, is 
another error actively sought in numismatic 
circles. In MS-65 condition, this issue is valued at 


over $4,000. 


The 1937-D, three-legged variety, is considered a 

numismatic classic. Most collectors agree that the 
error was caused either by a repaired die or a die 
filled with dirt. The right front leg of the buffalo 

is scraped out, though the hoof is slightly visible. 
This coin, when offered in MS-65 condition, 


easily commands over $3,000. 


Far less valuable, though equally unusual, is the 
1938-D, “D over S” variety. Apparently, during 
the striking process, Mint officials used 1938 San 
Francisco dies at the Denver facility by repunching 
the “D” over the “S.” An MS-65 specimen is 
available for less than $100. 
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Buffalo Nickel enthusiasts can also include a few 
Proof specimens in their collections. These issues, 
particularly those with the matte finish 
(1913-1917), are exquisitely detailed. In 1936 and 
1937, the Mint again issued Buffalo Nickel proofs, 
with shiny mirror surfaces and satin finishes. 


The 1938-D “D over S variety” 

For both the novice and the sophisticated col- 
lector, the Buffalo Nickel series is a challenging 
approach to numismatics. A number of issues 
are currently undervalued and bear watching 
over the next several months. Because many col- 
lectors and investors seek the earlier dates, some 
of the later issues, such as the 1934-D and 
1935-D, have largely gone unnoticed. Several 
Philadelphia Mint issues are also expected to see 
escalating prices over the next several months. 
Since many Denver and San Francisco specimens 
are valued in the $1,000-$4,000 range, collectors 
and investors are turning to the Philadelphia 
dates which are far more affordable. The 1918-P 
and 1924-P, the most costly of this group, cur- 
rently retail at less than $600 apiece. As more 
buyers seek these coins, however, their prices are 
expected to jump to new heights. For the astute 
collector or investor, the Buffalo Nickel series can 
clearly be a profitable venture.

The appearance of the American Indian 
on U.S. coinage was an inevitable numis- 
matic development. For, even as 

the Indian was seeing his culture being usurped by 
American settlers, that same culture was fueling 
Americans’ romantic imagination. 


It was in 1854 that an Indian first appeared as a 
replacement to the staid Liberty design traditional 
to U.S. coinage. The Indian made its debut on a 
one-dollar gold piece and three-dollar coin both 
issued by the newly-created San Francisco mint. 


These first Indians were the design of James 
Barton Longacre, chief engraver of the Mint dur- 
ing the Civil War. What Longacre actually 
depicted was Liberty as an Indian princess, her 
head crowned with a circle of plumes. But when 
some critics complained that the Indian’s plumes 
were more appropriate to the Prince of Wales 
than to the prairie, Longacre felt compelled to 
modify his design. The result was apparent on a 
one-cent coin issued in 1859. On this new cent, 
Liberty’s plumes have become feathers, her 
features have sharpened and a necklace has been 
added, apparently to heighten authenticity. This 
was the famous Indian Head Cent, which, upon 
its release, earned instant approval for its 
nostalgic and uniquely American flavor. 


As so often happens in numismatics, various 
theories exist for the origins of the Indian 
princess on the cent. Legend has it that the 
model was Sarah Longacre, the five-year-old 
daughter of the Chief Engraver. The story goes 
that, while a delegation of Northwest Indians was 
visiting the Mint in the East, one of the Indians 
playfully placed his headdress on the little girl. 
Sketches were quickly made, and an Indian 
princess born. The authenticity of this story can 
never be established. Regardless of its origins, 
however, the Indian Head Cent has proved one 
of this country’s most popular coins. 
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The Indian On Coinage 


Following Longacre’s lead, designers of subse- 
quent numismatic Indians continued, in the 
words of one art historian, to simply “bestow an 
Indian head upon a classical or Parisian body.” 
Even as late as 1907, Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
designed a ten-dollar gold piece with a Liberty 
profile obverse. At the insistence of then- 
President Theodore Roosevelt, however, an 
Indian headdress was added to the classic Liberty 
figure for a jarringly inconsistent effect. 


In 1907, Augustus Saint-Gaudens modified his design for 
the $10 gold piece by adding an Indian headdress to the 


classic Liberty profile. 


It wasn’t until 1908 that designer Bela L. Pratt 
aimed for authenticity in his depiction of the 
Indian on that year’s Half-Eagle and Quarter- 
Eagle. Pratt’s new design featured an Indian brave 
in war bonnet on the obverse. In a major depar- 
ture from previous coinage, Pratt’s Indian was 
engraved, or incuse, into the coin’s surface rather 
than raised above the surface in relief. More im- 
portantly, Pratt’s Indian was an Indian, portrayed 
with a naturalness new to coinage. 


Pratt’s departure from the cigar-store Indian was 
the initial step toward the best known portrayal

of the Indian on U.S. coinage: The Buffalo 
Nickel. Ironically, to depict an authentic Indian 
on the new five-cent piece, designer James Earle 
Fraser used a composite of three Indian models; 
all performers in a Wild West show. Similarly, the 
“buffalo” that appears on the coin’s reverse was 
actually modeled after a bison in the New York 
Zoological Gardens. 
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The 1899 $5 Silver Certificate, Oncpapa Note 


In contrast to the widespread use of the Indian 
on coinage, only one note of currency employed 
an Indian as the central feature. This was a five- 
dollar silver certificate, issued in 1899 and por- 
traying Running Antelope, a member of the 
Oncpapa tribe of Sioux Indians. 


However, because of the significance of the In- 
dian to American heritage, several commem- 
orative coins have depicted Indian contributions 
to the country’s development. The 1921 Missouri 
Centennial Half Dollar, for example, features a 
Daniel Boone profile obverse, with Boone and an 
Indian conferring on the reverse. 


The beautiful Oregon Trail Memorial Half Dollar was 
first issued in 1926. 


Five years later, an Indian was depicted on the 
obverse of the Oregon Trail Memorial Half 
Dollar. In this case, the Indian — rather ironical- 
ly — is making a gesture of peace toward a map 
of the U.S., while a covered wagon makes its way 
West on the reverse. 


In 1934, Daniel Boone and an Indian once again 
shared a coin, appearing this time on the Daniel 
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Boone Bicentennial Half Dollar. As on the 1921 
Missouri Centennial coin, Boone and the Indian 
are again shown conferring on the reverse. 


One year later, an Indian is featured with Liberty 


on the obverse of the 1935 Arkansas Centennial 
Half Dollar. 


Since the Buffalo Nickel was retired from circula- 
tion in 1938, the Indian has disappeared from 
regular issue U.S. coinage. But the entire Indian 
series, from cigar-store to sophisticated portrayals, 
has long been very popular among type 
collectors. These coins provide a fascinating 
reflection of this country’s changing attitude 
toward the Indian. While collectors are attracted 
by their visual appeal and historical significance, 
investors remain intrigued by the fact that it has 
been over 40 years since an Indian has appeared 
on American coinage. 


The year 1936 marked the Indian’s last 
appearance to date on a United States coin. On 
that year’s Long Island Tercentenary Half Dollar, 
the Indian is depicted in profile with a Dutch 
pioneer.

pieces, but higher-quality rarities commanded 
substantial premiums. Large Size Notes are still at 
low levels, and few pieces are emerging at present 
prices. 


World Coins 


The British Numismatic Trade Association con- 
vention, held at the Europa Hotel in London, 
England, was the most significant world coin 
event conducted during the past two months. On 
the bourse floor, the numismatic leader was 
definitely 19th century Belgium coins in Mint 
State condition. Dealers fortunate enough to 
stock this material saw brisk business and realized 
impressive profits. Ironically, dealers from 
Belgium were among the most active buyers in 
this area. Market analysts attribute this trend to 
the fact that Belgium is currently experiencing a 
renewed collector interest.
